Project management 
chosen for Rec complex 


The committee of the 
whole voted 5 to 2 Monday 
night in favour of approach- 
ing the construction of the 
proposed recreational/cultu- 
ral complex by way of the 
project management pro- 
cedure rather than lump sum 
tendering. Councillors Th- 


rondson and Fyfe voted 
against the motion. 

Mr: E. G. Walter, solicitor 
for the town, was present at 
the meeting to discuss the 
matter and stated that he felt 
that word on the provincial 
grant for the project may be 
forthcoming soon and it 


Discussions proceeding 


on theatre project 


Mr. D. A. Gowe of Van- 
couver, vice-president West- 
ern Canada, for Famous 
Players Limited, and Mr. 
Don Menzies, Alberta dis- 
trict supervisor ot Calgary, 
were in St. Albtrt July 8th 
for discussions with Mr. Sam 
Shapiro on the feasibility of 
building a double theatre 
complex west of St. Albert 
Inn. 

Plans have been submitted 
and Mr. Shapiro and archi- 
tect Tony Hutton have held 
discussions with Planner 
*Wayne Gordon and Admini- 
strator R. Byron. 

The theatre siting will re- 
quire rezoning of 13% acres 
from Highway Commercial to 
Commercial, in an area east 
of Grange Drive between 
Gate Avenue and Gervais 
Road, with provision for 
(hotel) parking on Lot 9. Mr. 
Shapiro's holdings in the Ball 
Estate area total 30 acres. 

‘*We are definitely in- 
terested in the area,’’ Mr. 


Menzies told the Gazette 
Tuesday. From the point of 
view of both the town and its 
trading area to the north he 
believes the twin theatre 
would be successful here, 
and noted that the drive-in 
theatre does well in St. 
Albert. ‘‘We are getting the 
figures together with Mr. 
Shapiro - and he knows what 
the going rates per square 
foot are in terms of leases. . 
rentals.”’ 

The twin concept which 
allows showing family films 
in one and adult in the other 
has been going over well, 
Mr. Menzies said, and while 
many are in shopping cen- 
tres, we are presently buil- 
ding free standing theatres 
in Lethbridge and Medicine 
Hat, plus twinning some of 
our older theatres. ‘‘Lets 
face it - we don’t pay the 
same rates as national chains 
such as Dallards - we can’t - 
and so we are not the

Walter stated that he felt 
that the lump sum tender 
would represent the greatest 
expense. 


SOLICITOR FAVOURS 
PROJECT MANAGEMENT 


Mr. Walter felt that with 
the lump sum tender pro- 
cedure, sub-trades would be 
tendering for sections of the 
construction which would be 
taking place well after the 
project was underway and 
would be building inflation 
factors into their bids. He felt 
that the project management

Negotiations continue 
on shopping complex 
-target date passed 


Negotiations are continu- 
ing between the Town of St. 
Albert and Abbey Glen 
Property Corporation regar- 
ding a development agree- 
ment for regional s’-opping 
facilities at the provosed 
location across the highway 
from the former rodeo 
grounds. 

Mayor Richard Plain and 
Mr. R. L. Byron, tow. ad- 
ministrator, repor. that 
meetings have be:n held 
between the developer and 
the town over the past few 
months with the most recent 
held last Friday. Progress is 
reported but the town is not 
prepared to make a state- 
ment at this time. 

Further meetings and ad- 
ditional information should 
be forthcoming dater. 

The procedure of nego- 
tiations was initiated with the 
developer at a special meet- 
ing of council held April 28. 
At that time a motion for 
continuing negotiations with 
Abbey Glen regarding the 
shopping facilities carried 6 
to 1 (Coun. Throndson voted 
against the motion). 

The motion which carried 
at that time read ‘‘that a 
letter be sent to Abbey Glen 
Property Corporation advis- 
ing’’ 1) the town is prepared 
to meet immediately to 
negotiate and finalize devel- 
opment agreements compa- 
tible with the itemized cri- 
teria, 2) subject to the 
execution thereof council is 
prepared to process bylaws 
to rezone lands adequate for 
phase one development for 
the purposes of a regional 
shopping centre construc- 
tion, contingent upon com- 
pliance with the guidelines of 
performances under the dev- 
elopment agreement, parti- 
cularly the time frames 
therein to be commited. (The 
Abbey Glen proposal sugg- 
ested completion of Stage 1 
by the fall of 1977). 


45 DAYS WERE UP 
JUNE 13 


During the discussion at the 
meeting on April 28, Mayor 
Plain suggested that the time 
frame for the negotiations 
leading to the development 
agreement would take 
‘*somewhere in the neigh- 
bourhood of 45 days.’’ 
Seventy-nine days have pas- 
sed since that meeting. 

At that time Coun. Lukay 
expressed concern whether 
45 days was a sufficient 
period of time for the nego- 
tiations. Mayor Plain felt that 
45 days represented a ‘‘tar- 
get’’ and Mr. Byron thought 


that 45 days was a sufficient 
period of time to get an 
indication of ‘‘how serious 
the developer is.’ He also 
said that at that time it would 
be decided whether or not to 


pursue the matter with the 
developer. 

Coun. Wetsch noted at 
that time that discussions 
with a second developer

The board of the St. Albert 
Catholic School District No. 3 
approved the contract with 
the Parish Kindergarten on 
Monday, July 7. Trustees 
learned that the kindergarten 
had acquired two more 
portables which will ailow an 
increased enrollment of 275 
Early Childhood Services 
children. The portables will 
be located on the site of the 
old Father Jan School. 

The trustees were also 
informed that the Vincent J.

aspects and would result in 
certain economies. Mr. Wal- 
ter felt that the inflation 
factors would definitely exist 
in the lump sum tender 
method. 

He said that the project 
management route gives the 
opportunity for modification 
within certain limits and he 
felt that there would be 
econoniies realized in terms 
of time if the project 
management route was fav- 
oured. The tendering of the 
initial sub-trades would not 
need to await completion of 
all working drawings as 
would be necessitated in the 
lump sum tendering pro- 
cedure. 

Coun. Breadner felt that 
the final decision regarding 
which route to follow would 
require a comprehensive cost 
breakdown and the inclusion 
of various inflation factors. 


FINAL COST NOT 
KNOWN - MAYOR 


Mayor Richard Plain felt 
that this information would 
be an interesting point for 
consideration but he felt that 
a decision would have to be 
made. He noted that the final 
total cost of the project would 
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not be known until it is paid. 
The mayor also felt that the 
town would get less of a 
working over under the 
project management pro- 
cedure. 

The mayor moved that the 
committee of the whole 
recommend to council that 
the project management 
route be followed in the 
construction of the recrea- 
tional/cultural complex. 

Coun. Lukay felt that the 
project management system 
would be better in this case. 
He noted that the tendering 
process would still come into 
play. He felt that under the 
lump sum tendering process, 
a decision to alter the pro- 
ject-deleting various aspects 
if deemed necessary - would 
not result in a saving. He felt 
that the savings for such 
deletions would result in the 
project management process 
where the town acts as its 
own general contractor. 

Coun. Smith felt that time, 
cost, and control were at 
issue. Costs are changing, 
she noted and said that the 
time may come where the 
federal government may look 


favourably towards support- 


ing such construction. Mrs. 
Sinith felt that the time factor 
was also significant with the 
project already two months 
late in commencing through 
no one’s fault. 

Mr. Walter was asked 
what he recommended re- 
garding control of the con- 
struction of the ‘project and 
he stated that he recomm- 
ended a small, knowledge- 
able committee be struck to 
bring back recommendations 
to council. He said that the 
biggest factor was in the 
method of proceeding with 
the project. He said that the 
town could be in good shape 
with the project management 
route, especially if the 
project manager was good. 

Coun. Fyfe wondered if 
better tenders would be 
received by a major con- 
tracting firm who regularly 
call upon the sub-trades for 
work and Mr. Walter said 
that a sub-trade may regu- 
larly tender to a particular 
general contractor. But he 
did not feel that this would 
compromise the town in a 
project management proce- 
dure.

GAS ALBERTA — 
REVISED RATES FOR NATURAL GAS 


Effective April 1, 1975 Gas Alberta's wholesale price 
to the rural gas distributors was increased from 30¢/ 
Mcf to 42¢/Mcf. This is a direct result of the increase 
in the support price for rebate calculation from 16.7¢/ 
Mcf to 28¢/Mcf. The average field price for natural 


gas has roughly tripled from 


16.7¢/Mcf prior to 


January 1, 1974 to over 50¢/Mcf today. Alberta con- 
sumers are still sheltered through the Natural Gas Re- 
bate Plan from a substantial portion of this increase. 


Gas Alberta averages all gas purchase prices and the 
42¢/Mcf is ‘net after rebate” and includes the operat- 
ing costs of the regulator stations. There is some in- 
flationary increase built into the wholesale price to 
cover higher administration, transportation and operat- 


ing costs.

FOUNTAIN PARK SITE 
RAISED AGAIN 


The committee also con- 
sidered a recommendation 
from the Parks and Recrea- 
tion Board during the meet- 
ing on Monday night. The 
recommendation, arising fr- 
om a Parks and Recreation 
meeting held April 9 of this 
year, stated that in light of 
cost of the land that council 
review the alternate site 
(Fountain Park) as a possi- 
bility for the entire site. 

The financial arrange- 
ments regarding the Oblate 
site is for 25 years at $24,000 
per year. There has been no 
financial documentation for 
the Fountain Park site made 
public to date. 

During the Parks and Rec- 
reation Board meeting on 
April 9, Chairman of the 
Board, Mr. Dale Bjornson, 
stated that in light of the 
previous recommendation 
made by the Board in favour 
of the Oblate site he would 
not accept the motion. The 
chairman was over-ruled and 
the motion carried. 

The committee of the 
whole defeated the recom- 
mendation on Monday night, 
voting 2 to S (Throndson and 
Fyfe voted in favour).

MD wants quick action on sewer line tie-in tor Morinville 


The MD of Sturgeon will 
shut down the St. Albert 
sewer transmission line if 
Morinville is not allowed to 
tie into it almost 
diately. 

Reeve of the MD Bill 
Flynn, after the regular 
meeting of the MD last week, 
said they would ‘‘shut down 
the works,’’ meaning that St. 
Albert would be driven to 
revert to its lagoon sewage

A one-day symposium to 
discuss the matter of noise 
pollution in an urban en- 
vironment was held June 19 
et: the: .Uc-ok. A. Couns 
Breadner attended this sem- 
inar and reported the pro- 
ceedings to the committee of 
the whole Monday night. 

Coun. Lukay said that he 
had noted with interest that 
berms provide the best 
buffering against traffic 
noise but felt that construc- 
tion of buildings beside 
roadways can create re- 
flected noise despite buffer- 
ing. Mr. Lukay asked to have 
a report by the Canada 
Research Council regarding 
this matter circulated to the 
members of council. 

Mr. Breadner commented 
that he felt that the town 
should address itself to the 
problem of urban noise when 
preparing the general plan. 
He noted that he had also 
attempted to identify some of 
the concern with respect to 
the ring road and the kinds of 
buffering necessary to pro- 
tect -the residential areas 
adjacent to this road. He 
admitted surprise that sev- 
eral hundreds of feet of 
heavily treed space would be 
needed for buffering. 

Coun. Breadner also felt 
that the wisdom of turning 
boundary roads into truck 
routes should be examined 
along with special zoning 
consideration for lands adja- 
cent to major access routes.

The MD is also deciding to 
play tough on hazardous road 
conditions on 170th Avenue. 
Residents there have pointed 
out to the MD that road 
conditions are more hazard- 
ous since St. Albert’s water 
line was recently put through 
and the MD may go after St. 
Albert for repairs to the road 


following construction of the 
water line. Residents also 
fear they may be at a serious 
disadvantage if there is a fire 
or someone is taking with a 
sudden illness as the road is 
impassable in wet conditions 
since the waterline construc- 
tion.

He felt that zoning which 
would not be affected by 
traffic noise should be kept in 
mind for lands adjacent to 
these routes. 

Coun. Throndson won- 
dered what alternate could 
be found for the use of 
boundary roads for truck 
routes with nothing better 
available for this type of 
traffic. 

Mr. Breadner commented 
that the filter system foll- 
owed in Edmonton made it 
impossible for an alternative 
but the system followed in 
Calgary avoided this. He felt 
that the problem was being 
created in St. Albert. Mr. 
Breadner also noted that the 
level of urban noise increases 
year by year and it had been 
noted at the seminar that the 
situation could become un- 
acceptable as time goes on. 

Coun. Smith felt that the 
noise problem would become 
apparant in the future. She 
felt that a number of resi- 
dents including herself had 
moved to escape the urban 
noise level as found in the 
city. Mrs. Smith felt that the 
traffic study underway could 
examine the minimum num- 
ber of truck routes needed 
rather than assigning every 
boundary road as a truck 
route. 

Mrs. Smith felt that a 
noise bylaw could be ex- 
amined with concentration 
on trucks and modified 
vehicles which create noise. 
Spot checks, she felt, could

A registered letter will be 
sent to St. Albert letting that 
town know that the MD will 
proceed with an injunction 
within seven days of getting 
the letter if conditions of an 
earlier development agree- 
ment are not met. 

These hinge on an imme- 
diate hook-up for Morinville 
into the St. Albert line in a 
regional system, the restora- 
tion of roads on the trans- 
mission line route and the 
immediate satisfaction and 
settlement with ratepayers 
and property owners along 
the route. 

The MD’s reaction to the 
situation came after a letter 
was read out to council from 
the Town of St. Albert signed 
by Mayor Dick Plain. That 
letter called for more input

from the MD and Morinville 
if they were to be allowed to 
use the St. Albert sanitary 
sewage system and also for 
more study between the 
Government and St. Albert 
over the lega! documents for 
the use of the sewage sys- 
tem. 

The letter from St. Albert 
also invited the MD to avail 
itself of the town’s in- 
dependent water and distri- 
bution system, as well as 
other municipalities. It also 
expressed St. Albert's sup- 
port for the Canadian Bechtel 
plant slated three miles-east 
of town which it thought 
would improve the bouyancy 
and economic climate of the 
MD. St. Albert was for the 
regional approach in de- 
velopment matters, the letter 
pointed out.

Last April town council arbitrarily imposed what amounted 
to a 45 day freeze on commercial development in St. Albert, 
when Abbey Glen was given that much time to get ready to 
negotiate a development agreement with the town for a 
large shopping complex. 


The freeze has now stretched to 79 days, which is too much 
to expect. Both Lacombe and Sturgeon Shopper’s plazas are 
only partially rented, and the possibilities for renting this 
space are very limited during Abbey Glen’s long drawn out 
negotiations. 


Shelter Resource won't be used as a ‘lever’ in council’s 
negotiations with Abbey Glen and their proposal for a large 
shopping complex has been shelved. National Land has 
given up on their plan for a smaller complex and are 
building apartments and condos. 


Darene Holdings [Sam Shapiro] has given up on the 
possibility of a major shopping complex and has approached 
council for rezoning 13‘ acres for commercial development 
which could provide about 120,000 square feet together with 
the hotel. They have a plan submitted by Famous Players 
for a theatre as part of this development. 


Mr. Kryger’s proposal for expanding and improving the 
layout of Grandin Mall is seeming also in limbo pending the 
Abbey Glen agreement. Nothing has gone forward this year 
on the downtown core, although some discussion took place 
on a major food outlet in conjunction with a smaller 
department store. 


It would seem that council is acting at cross purposes to 
achieve development objectives. 


On the one hand they want to improve the industrial-comm- 
ercial tax base and on the other hand they have an effective 
freeze on certain development. 


On one hand they want ‘1975’ dollars to build a 
multi-purpose Cultural and Recreation Centre, reasoning 
that because on inflation 1975 dollars will be worth more 
than future years’ dollars. While on the other hand the old 
council and now this ceuncil is Jetting close to half a million 
1972-73 dollars from the Provincial Department of Highways 
Stay in the provincial treasury, waiting until the last year of 
the five-year street improvement program. 


At the same time interest charges of over $100,000 are being 
paid annually and the total is going up every day that the 
downtown core remains undeveloped. The only foreseeable 
development at present appears to be a civic centre of 
possibly 2'2 million which will be a charge on the taxpayers 
with no tax return. 


Development by Darene Holdings, Grandin Mall and the 
downtown core could be ready to go now. It would appear 
that the freeze protecting Abbey Glen should be removed 
and council should get on with the job of expediting all 
possible development to get maximum tax dollars for the 
present residents of the town. 


Councillor Throndson raises a justified concern on the traffic 
situation at the Abbey Glen site, across the highway from 
the proposed Rec Complex, but his concerns go unanswered 
at council meetings. According to the Department of 
Highways the site for two complexes as proposed could be 
“‘a real traffic problem and a situation extremely costly to 
make safe. ' 


Surely a common sense approach to business and 
commercial development could be used to integrate 
available developments with long range planning objectives 
and assessment goals.

Criminal restitution study 


The most advanced and 
comprehensive study of cri- 
minal restitution in North 
America was announced to- 
day by The Hon. Roy Farran, 
Solicitor General, and Hon. 
Warren Allmand, Federal 
Solicitor General. A three 
year experimental project 
titled the Pilot Alberta 
Restitution Centre will com- 
mence in Calgary later in this 
year and will be jointly 
funded by the government of 
Alberta and the Solicitor 
General of Canada. 

During the three year 
study certain offenders con- 
victed of crimes involving no 
violence on the person such 
as robbery, breaking and 
entering, vandalism, theft, 
possession of stolen goods 
and fraud, where the value is 
less than $500 will be offered 
the opportunity to make 
restitution to the victim. ‘‘In 
this way the offender will be 
diverted from prison and will 


Highway signing to be tripled 


At a recent meeting held at 
President Milt Lawrence's

mission, which opened its 
presentation on the subject 
with the following para- 
graph:

rarely made to pay for the 
damage he has done? Isn’t it 
surprising that the victim 
generally gets nothing for his 
loss? Restitution making the 
offender pay or work to 
restore the damage would 
seem to be a natural thing for 
sentencing policy and prac- 
tice. Yet, under present law, 
they are more frequently 
than not, ignored.”’ 

The Alberta project, which 
will be headed by Professor 
Arnold J. Katz of the School 
of Social Welfare, University 
of Calgary, will carry out 
evaluations of different gr- 
oups of offenders to assess 
the rehabilitative value of 
restitution.

means of rehabilitating cert- 
ain kinds of offenders,’ said 
Mr. Farran. ‘‘It is felt that 
this kind of system will help 
develop a sense of respon- 
sibility and have a beneficial 
effect on recidivism. Fur- 
thermore, for the first time, 
the victim will be considered 
and will play a significant 
role in the operation of the 
criminal justice system.”’ 

The Solicitor General stre- 
ssed that the offender 
population in the project will 
be selected only from those 
where no violence has been 
used, and where there is no 
history of violence.

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Pow-Wow at Klondike Days 


The weekend of July 19 
and 20 should be a memor- 
able one for those who wish 
to take in the Klondike 
Pow-Wow at Twerlliger Pa- 
rk. 

It will be a great oppor- 
tunity for native Albertans 
and their white brothers to 
literally smoke the pipe of 
peace and show tolerance, 
understanding and respect. 

One of the more interes- 
ting events to take place at 
the Park during the Klondike 
Days Pow-Wow will be the 
special ceremonies to be put 
on by the Samson Cree Tribe 
of Hobbema. 

Early in the morning at 7 
a.m. Saturday and Sunday, 
the first weekend of Klondike 
Days, special ‘‘Peace-Pipe”’ 
prayers will be offered by our 
Indian friends to honour the 
Great Spirit. You may have 
had the idea that the Peace 
Pipe ceremony was only used 
to signal the end of a war or a 
fight between the tribes. 
Maybe so - but it was also a 
deeply held religious cere- 
mony, usually held at day-

The ceremony will take 
place in one of the six 
decorated lodges set up for 
public display, and will hold 
10 - 1S people at each sitting. 
The ceremonial peace pipe is 
then filled with tobacco and 
used as an incense for the 
ceremony. The invited gues- 
ts are asked to pray with the 
gentleman with only he 
making any audible sounds. 
The pipe is lit and handed 
round for all to smoke. It is 
not necessary for all present 
to have had a smoke from the 
pipe to have participated in 
the prayer. Just being there 
is participation enough. 

The bowl of incense or 
tobacco may have been all 
used up before it got all the 
way round - no matter - the 
start of a good day - the sun - 
good company, is blessing 
enough. 

It will also be important to 
attend the special evening 
ceremony honouring Lt. Gov. 
Ralph Steinhauer on July 21. 
His Honour has been selec- 
ted by the Samson Cree 
Indians to receive this special 
**Honourary Chief"’ award as 
one who has done much to 
advance the cause of the 
native people.

honoured person with a 
ceremonial head-dress made 
specially for the occasion. 

A solitary dancer selected 
for this event then com- 
mences to dance twice 
around the campfire to the 
beating and chanting of the 
tribe. He moves to the 
blanket and lifts the head- 
dress high over his head and 
dances once more around the 
fire stopping to pay homage 
to the four points of the 
earth. First to the sun and 
then a full 360 degree circle 
he dances, then to the West 
and another full circle to the 
other points, repeating each 
time the full circle before 
handing the head-dress to 
the tribal elder who makes 
the dedication. 

The elder selected for this 
privilege makes a speech 
dedicating the head-dress to 
the person the tribe is 


honouring. Only then is the _ 


tribal name made public. His 
honour is then crowned in 
that name taken from an 
animal or a bird and the 
whole ensemble, guests and 
everyone, dances or pow- 
wows around the campfire. 

This is a colourful cere- 
mony which you will not want 
to miss. 

You can get to the Twer- 
lliger Park from Southgate 
Shopping Centre, two miles 
west on 4Sth Avenue until 
the road turns south. 

¢Turn right through the 
gates and continue down to 
the riverbank.

First hearing that there 
was an opportunity to pur- 
chase an airworthy Lancaster 
early in 1974, Sir William 
Roberts sent Mr. Dick Rich- 
ardson - one of his team of 
six engineers - to Alberta to 
carry out a detailed survey on 
the Lancaster in April 1974. 
As aresult of Mr. Richard- 
son’s favourable report, Sir 
William decided to buy the 
aircraft, and Mr. Richardson 
was sent out to the small 
private airstrip at St. Albert, 
near Edmonton, . Alberta, 
Canada in June 1974 to 
commence the preparation of 
the Lancaster for its trans 
Atlantic crossing. This was 
no mean task, and after three 
months work, Mr. Richard- 
son had to return to the UK 
as the Alberta winter had set 
in which precluded flying the 
Lancaster out at that time. 
Mr. Richardson returned to 
Alberta in mid April 1975 
and by the 15th May, 1975, 
the Lancaster had received 
its Special Category CofA 
for the Ferry flight to the 
UK. 

The crew for the Ferry 
Flight were all British 
Caledonian Airways person- 
nel with past Lancaster ex- 
perience. They were Captain 
A. Mackenzie DSO, DFC, 
Captain Gerry Moore, Mr. 
David Kemp (navigator), and 
Mr. Sian Banfield (flight en- 
gineer). Mr. Richardson also 
came home in the Lancaster 
as ground engineer, and

The Lancaster left Edmon- 
ton International Airport on a 
dull Friday, May 16, 1975 
and landed at Toronto Inter- 
national Airport some eight 
hours later to a tremendous 
reception by press and tele- 
vision, and many ex Lanc 
men anxious to see the last 
Lancaster pass their way. 
Early on the 17th, the Lanc 
left Toronto intending to 
reach Gander that day, but 
appalling weather at Gander 
prevented this, and the Lanc 
had to back track to Halifax, 
Nova Scotia and spend a 
night there. The morning of 
the 18th saw better weather 
at Gander, so the Lane took 
to the air once more, and 
Gander was reached four 
hours later. With the long 
flight across the Atlantic to 
Iceland ahead, the Lanc was 
given a thorough inspection 
and was ready to go by 5 
a.m. on May 19. Shortly 
after, the Lanc was airborne 
and en route to Reykjavik at 
9,000 feet and was reached in 
8% hours - a low pass along

the rather short runway, and 
landed to a tremendous re- 
ception once more. The Lanc 
was refuelled and reoiled and 
the crew managed to get a 
good night’s sleep. The Lanc 
left Rekjavik at 7 a.m. en 
route for Glasgow. Just off 
the Scottish coast, an RAF 
Nimrod came alongside for 
mutual photography, and 
Glasgow Airport for three 
weeks awaiting suitable 
weather for the landing at 
Strathallan’s 3,300 ft. run- 
way, and finally the weather 
was favourable on June 12 
when the same crew flew the 
aircraft on its final leg of the 
marathon journey. An un- 
eventful landing was made at 
Strathallan, and she now 
stands there on display for all 
visitors to the collection to 
see. 

Sir William has purchased 
three gun turrets for the Lanc 
and these will be fitted after 
the aircraft has been painted 
in its wartime 405 Squadron 
markings. Ironically, out of 
over 7,300 Lancasters built 
for the last war, only two 
examples remain airworthy!

In the northern half all 
storms will be seeded on 
about half of the storm days. 
All storms moving southward 
and expected to enter the 
southern area will also be 
seeded. 

Five aircraft will be equip- 
ped to seed with silver ioxide 
flares at cloud top and cloud 
base and two at cloud base 
only. 

During 1975 a separate 
test to assess the effective- 
ness of seeding with ground - 
based generators will be 
conducted. Silver iodide will 
be released from about 15 
ground generators located in 
a 24 by 36 mile area near 
High River. Special ice nuclei 
counters mounted in an air- 
craft will be flown at or near 
cloud base to determine 
whether or not the silver 
iodide reaches cloud base 
and enters the storm. This 
method of cloud seeding is 
being tested to determine if 
ground-based generators sh- 
ould be used in the hail 
suppression program. 

Hailstorms normally grow 
on dust particles in the air. 
With the introduction of 
many billions of silver iodide 
particles that act as ice 
nuclei, many more hailstone 
embryos are produced. The 
large number of embryos 
distributes the water supply 
into more but smaller hail- 
stones. This should give a 
reduced hail fall energy and 
more melting perhaps 
sufficient for the stones to

The task is 
very difficult due to the 
nature and high variability of 
hailfall. The importance of 
obtaining accurate and com- 
plete hailfall measurements 
and crop damage information 
must be stressed. Many past 
experiments have failed be- 
cause of lack of adequate 
measurements. The assist- 
ance and cooperation of the 
farming community is essen- 
tial for obtaining hailfall 
data. Thé seeding effects can 
only be measured if these 
data are obtained and com- 
bined with radar and other 
storm data. All of these data 
are utilized in ‘research and 
evaluation procedures to 
help determine the best 
seeding method and by how 
much hail can be supp- 
ressed. 

Farmers in the area have 
been most cooperative in 
collecting rain and hail 
samples, reading rain gau- 
ges, supplying information 
on hail size, duration of 
storms, and other informa- 
tion, 

Starting June 1 the media 
will be fed with information 
on storm and hail centres.

Sturgeon crop 
outlook fair to good 


There'll be a variable crop 
yield in the Sturgeon area 
this summer according to 
District Agriculturist Wally 
Klatt. 

Reason for the variability 
of the yield can be traced to 
the cold dry spring which 
caused poor germination in 
some crops in the Sturgeon 
area. 

There are about 40,000 
acres of rapeseed in the area 
but rapeseed which was 
seeded late did not bloom 
long enough in the recent 
heat wave to mature into a 
fine crop. Mr. Klatt pointed 
out however that the large 
barley crop had not, been 
affected by the hot weather 
and some fields should yield 
a good harvest.

Transportation issues 


surface 


at MD meeting 


The transportation issue 
surfaced a number of times 
at the regular meeting of the 
MD of Sturgeon last week. 

Council were informed by 
a letter from the Senior 
Deputy Minister for Trans- 
port R. G. McFarlane that 
the provincial government 
was considering very care- 
fully the need of a radial 
route as well as the ring road 
around the north west area of 
Edmonton. Council were in- 
formed that the transporta- 
tion department would con- 
tinue a discussion with 
Edmonton as its proposals 
received more concise func- 
tional planning. 

The letter also pointed out 
with respect to the North 
West freeway and radial 
route that the Department's 
information from Edmonton 
was that a great deal more 
traffic on 127th Street could 
not be accommodated and so 
the desirability and use- 
fulness of such a good tie 
between the ring road and 
127th Street was question- 
able. 

‘This problem does not 
eliminate the,need for a 
roadway around the east side 
of St, Albert,’’ the letter 


continued. 

As the meeting went on 
council also decided they 
would send a letter to the 
Department pointing out that 
it would like to take part in 
urban transportation studies. 
This would mean that the 
MD would be on a special 
committee dealing with the 


problem at provincial gov-. 


ernment level. 

Reeve of the MD Bill Flynn 
said that urban transporta- 
tion was too important not to 
give it the priority it de- 
served and ‘‘we're in to 
urban (transportation) now 
and we should show a 
willingness to assist on the 
committee.” 

The MD will also par- 
ticipate in a coming study of 
the relocation of rail lines in 
the urban centres as they 
might be affected by them. 

The public works commit- 
tee will take a look at the 
development of the Ever- 
green road July 14. A 
$50,000°grant has been given 
for the road by the provincial 
government. 

The grant will assist in the 
grading and surfacing of 
three miles of the road east 
of Highway 1S.

One hundred and ten 
delegates were at the con- 
vention where 12 resolutions 
were presented to the meet- 
ing. Delegates represented 
municipal, provincial and 
federal levels of government, 
railway companies, grain 
companies, _ transportation 
and freight companies, Can- 
adian Wheat Board, the 
National Harbour Board, 
farm organizations, Chamber 
of Commerce and grain 
producers. 

The aims of the Hudson 
Bay route are the develop- 
ment. and successful opera- 
tion of the Hudson Bay 
shipping route, the greatest 
possible use of the Port of 
Churchill. 

The port facilities include a 
five million bushels capacity 
terminal, terminal trackage 
of six miles, five deep sea 
and one shedded berth. Last 
year 20 million bushels of 
grain were exported and also 
50,000 tons of sulphur. The 
port has a potential of 40 
million bushels of whéat, and 
300,000 tons of sulphur and 
has a shipping season of 88 
days. 

With Edmonton being the 
centre of transportation in 
western Canada and in view 
of the limitations of west 
coast ports, Churchill can be 
used by Albertans to supple- 
ment exports in large supp- 
lies of grain and sulphur.

working for Home and 
Country. The principal of 
Olds College spoke also, 
telling the women they were 
among 25,000 who will use 


the college facilities this 
year. ‘‘With ever increasing 
enrollment,’’ he told the 
meeting that the AWI 
convention next year could- 
n't total more than 250."’ On 
the last two days of the 
convention this year there 
were more than 400 mem- 
bers. 

Mrs. Ellen McLean, Fed- 
erated President from Euri- 
ka, Nova Scotia, brought 
Canada wide greetings and 
spoke of WI work on the 
national level in such areas 
as community development, 
the Tweedsmuir histories, 
senior citizens homes and 
efforts to ‘‘get junk foods out 
of the schools.’’ Mrs. Mc- 
Lean stressed that a chain is 
only as strong as its weakest 
link and each member is a 
link helping to bind all WI 
women together. 


USE OF GRANT 
DISCUSSED 


The Alberta WI has re- 
ceived a grant from the 
Province of $25,000 for com- 
munity projects and leader- 
ship and part of these funds 
has been used to establish a 
provincial office with a sec- 
retary-treasurer who will 
replace faithful Kay McMil- 
ian who has done this work 
out of her home for 11 years. 
She was rewarded with some 
lovely gifts and some pay. In 
her farewell address she told 
the convention that Alberta 
now has 185 WI Branches, 
with 2,800 members. 

The convention separated 
into five groups on the 
second day to come up with 
recommendations on using 
the government grant, which 
included leadership work- 
shops, restoring the Mann-

hospital built, as a historical 
museum and archives; to 
hold workshops on public 
speaking, drama, crafts and 
creative writing; home nurs- 
ing programs, homemakers 
retreats and a workshop to 
help standing committee 
chairman in their fields. 
Other suggestions were 
courses in home economics 
for the 9 - 14 age group and 
physical education and lea- 
dersship courses in girl’s 
club work. 


RESOLUTIONS 


Four resolutions were pas- 
sed by the convention: That 
television movies with vio- 
lence be moved to a time 
when children are in bed; 
That policemen and prison 
guard murderers be execu- 
ted - or at least that the 
judge's decision be upheld; 
That the Canada Pension 
Plan be changed to that all 
women can benefit; That 
junk foods be removed out of 
schools. 

A resolution to hold annual 
AWI conventions was carried 
and it was also voted to have 
officers serve three year 
terms instead of four. 

A resolution recommend- 
ing more physical education 
in schools was voted down. 
One recommending thai ag- 
ricultural land should be kept 
for producing, rather than 
building upon was carried, 
and was one favouring 
income for wives. 


WOMAN OF THE YEAR 


Mrs. Martha Bielish, 2nd 
vice-president on the Feder- 
ated Board, of Warspite was 
honoured with the Woman of 
the Year award for her tire- 
less effors in every phase of 
WI work. Mrs. Bielish was 
on the nominating committee 
and a whole new slate was 
needed this year. 

Mrs. Marion Alexander of 
Cayley and a director at large 
for FWIC won the Grace 
Frysinger award and will 
exchange views and ideas 
with American WI women cn 
a fall touc_in the Unite 
States. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Lefsrud, 
2nd vice-president of the 
AWI reported on her meet- 
ing with the Japan Labour 
Ministry while in Japan. She 
also spoke on a variety of 
programs, including the up- 
dating of the Provincial his- 
tories, which she wished to 
include branch level reports 
as well. 

This was not the aim of 
President Ethel Morrisroe, 
who felt that only the presi- 
dents listing should be up- 
dated, along with projects to 
date. The vote supported 
Mrs. Morrisroe.

GIRLS CLUBS 


Mrs. Betty Sparrow, Pro- 
vincial Girl’s Clubs Super- 
visor spoke enthusiastically 
of these clubs, and noted that 
leaders are always in de- 
mand. She told of the many 
projects undertaken by the 
girls and of their convention 
in early July. 

A moving Memorial Ser- 
vice was conducted by Mrs. 
Lefsrud, Mrs. McMillan, 
Mrs. Ballhorn and Mrs. 
Morrisroe for departed 
members, when relatives 
were seated at the front and 
had opportunity to view the 
Book of Memory. 

On the third day District 
Directors reported on their 
constituencies and projects 
carried out over the year. All 
branches had made a study 
of Nutrition. Ellen Richard- 
son of District V described a 
program for helping to keep 
elderly people in their 
homes, using workers paid at 
$2.50 an hour to assist them 
and make them part of the 
community, which earned 
the love and respect of the 
elderly for those involved. 

Mrs. Ellen McLean from 
Spring Hill Island Branch in 
Picto County, Eurika, Nova 
Scotia addressed the con- 
vention, saying that rural 
women think first of their 
families, next of the comm- 
unity and thirdly of them- 
selves. She said a right 
attitude was important and 
that women can be their own 
worst, enemy. She urged 
members to use their vote 
and to run for elected office. 
‘Rights and responsibilities 
go hand in hand said Mrs. 
McLean and women must 
think not only of their rights, 
but of the legacy they leave 
their children. Tuere are 
55,000 women in WI across 
Canada, and a nation cannot 
rise above the level of the 
home, she said. We must 
remember our responsibility 
to all people, men, women 
and children, alike, she 
emphasized. 


NORTHERN WI WORK 


Martha Bielish reported on 
the work of the WI in 
northern areas, When the WI 
expanded beyond the 60th 
parallel in the early sixties, 


we had to bridge the gap —

Mary 
Dalheim was named chair- 
man for the United Nations 
Committee, and Vera Holt of 
Sangudo is Publicity Chair- 
man. 

Many presentations of 
gifts for dedicated services 
were witnessed at the close 
of the convention, and all 
returned home after making 
new friends and enjoying old 
ones, and feeling enriched 
from the educational con- 
vention.
